Rotary International is working in con- 
junction with I.R.O. (International 
Refugee Organization) in an endeavor 
to Move and place, in Canada, several 
hundred “specialists” still in D.P. 
camps in Kurope. These “specialists” 
are a group of highly trained men and 
women in what might be called the 
white collared professions, desirous of 
emmigrating to the United States or 
Canada, The bulk of the D.P.'s who so 
tur have moved into these countries 
have been agricultural or manual lab- 
orers. To date people to sponsor these 
“specialists” have been few and far 
between, consequently the greater 
humber who have expressed a desire 
to settle in the Americas are still lan- 
guishing in European D.P. camps. One 
of the aims of Rotary is to give these 
people a helping hand. Mr. Christie 
leads this work in Alberta. If anyone 
is interested in specialized help such 
as mechanics, nurses, accountants, 
teachers etec., Rotary can now furnish 
them with complete dossiers on people 


in these trades wishing to come to 
Canada. The cost of this movement fs 


carried by I.R.O. and all that the spon- 
soring party need do is to guarantee 
the immigrant food, lodging and em- 
ployment for one year. T. Geo. Wood, 
head of our International Committee 
is going to outline the procedure at 
our next Rotary meeting.
